New York, May 12.—(#)—The an- 
nual Pulitzer prizes in journalism and 
letters were announced today by trus- 
tees of Columbia university. The jour- 
nalism prizes were won.by persons or 
newspapers in Chicago, Nerfolk, St. 
Louis and New York. 

In the field of letters Julia Peter- 
kin’s “Scarlet Sister Mary”, was ad- 
judged the best American novel of the 
year; Elmer L. Rice's “Street Scene,” 
the original American play best rep- 
resenting the educational value and 
power of the stage; Fred Albert Shan- 
non’s “The Organization and Admini- 
stration of the Union Army, 
1865.” the best book on the history 
of the United States; Burton J. Hen- 
drick’s “The Earlier 
jers of Walter H. Page,” the best 
American biography teaching patri- 
otic and unselfish service to the peo- 
ple; and Stephen Vincent Benet’s 
“John Brown's Body,” the best volume 
of verse by an American. All the 
awards in letters carry prizes of $1.,- 
000 except that for history, which 
carries a prize of $2,000. 

Reporters’ Prize. 

The largest journalism prize of 
$1,000, for the best example of re- 
porters work during the year. is 
awarded to Paul Y. Anderson, of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch tor work 
which resulted in revealing the dis- 
position of Liberty bonds distributed 
by the Continental Trading Company 
in connection with naval oil leases. 

Paul Scoft Mowrer, of the Chicago 
Daily News, is awarded the $500 prize 
for the best correspondence during the 
vear, and Louis Isaac Jatfe, of the 
Norfolk Virginian-Pilot, the $500 prize 
for the best editorial, which was en- 
titled “An Unspeakable Act of Sav- 
agery,” and was one of a series on 
lynching. 

Rollin Kirby, of the 
World, gets the $500 prize for the 
best cartoon, a picture entitled “Tam- 
many,” and the New York Evening 
World is given a $500 gold medal for 
the most disinterested an’ meritorious 
public service. The medal was award- 
ed for the paper's campaign to cor- 
rect evils in the administration of 
justice, including the fight to curb 
“ambulance chasing,” support of the 

“fence” bill and measures to simplify 
procedure, prevent perjury and 
eliminate politics from 


courts. 
Honorable Mention. 

Honorable mention is given 
Brooklyn Daily Kagle for its cam- 
paign against “ambulance chasing,” 
which supplemented that of the Eve- 
ning World; to the Chicago T ribune 
for work in connection with the pri- 
mary election; and to the St. Paul 
Dispatch and Pioneer Press for its 
campaign for conservation of forests. 

Travelling scholarships with a value 
of $1,800 each to enable them to spend 
a year in Europe, were awarded to 
the following graduates of the School 
of Journalism at Columbia: Helen 
I’. Fairbanks, of New York: PDres- 
cott Freese Dennett, of Bangor. 
Maine, and Will Cramer Weng, of 
Terre Haute, Ind. Alternates are 
Wayne William Parrish, of Decatur, 
1ll.: Herbert Anderson Yocom, of 
Arcata, Cal., and Josephine Russell, 
of New York. 

A $1,500 scholarship for European 
study was awarded to Carl Brick as 
the most talented and deserving stu- 
dent of music in America, and a like 
scholarship to Herbert Sanborn, who 
was certified by the National Acad- 
emy of Design as the most promising 
and deserving art student in the coun- 
try.

“We found there had been woeful 
lack of discipline on the campus and 
lack of co-operation on the part of 
some members of the faculty. We 
decided the best interests of the school 
would be served by dismissing the en- 
tire faculty.

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Grading of Cotton 
Causes Losses to Growers 


Editor Constitution: Referring to 


the speech of Governor Franklin 
Roosevelt, of New York, which he de- 
livered in Georgia recently, stating 
that education is sole agricultural aid, 
the writer would say that the trou- 
ble in the south with the agricul- 
turists is that they grow cotton for 
m@ket, and at the present there ix 
just one combine with which the cot- 
ton growers can do business within 
the 16 cotton states, and they make 
the prices—both raw cotton and man- 
ufactured, in a wholesale way. This 
combine makes its own prices and 
does not make an accurate test of th2 
cotton, as they only guess at it by 
pulling it through their fingers, anid 
cannot get an accurate test by that 
means. Cotton is worth all over the 
world according to its breaking 
strength, and there is no way of de 
termining its strength except by ac- 
tual test. This present method makes 
it possible for the combine to get cot- 
ton away below its actual worth— 
that’s why the cotton-growing bo-'s 
are broke! We will admit that dowa 
on the hillside education is lacking, 
but does the combine consist of edu- 
cated people? Are the people allow- 
ing them this privilege, educated peo- 
ple themselves? The law of the Unit- 
ed States forbids combines, monopolies 
and special privileges. Will educated 
people violate this law? This com- 
bine has been taking the cotton from 
the boys at a price below production 
for several years. In this way they 
have got the boys who grow the cot- 
ton broke. If the boys who grow 


the cotton could get the worth of the 
| cotton, it would not be necéssary to 


even talk about farm relief, for they 
would have money—and plenty of it! 

Cotton can and will be grown in 
the 16 cotton states at a profit. One 
combine makes the price on .cotton; 
it has no competition and cotton i« 
not sold on supply und demand. Cot- 
ton that is grown now is produced at 
a loss. ‘The boy who produces the 
cotton 1s the one who stands the less. 
Under the combine situation, they 
fail to properly grade the cotton. 
What they call middling. is cotton 
that opens and is gathered when the 
sun is shining.

reduced to a misdemeanor, either by 
the court or upon recommendation of 
the jury, to mold its sentence so as to 
allow the defendant to serve same 
outside the confines of the chaingang, 
jail or other place of detention, under 
the supervision of the court, and in 
such manner and on such conditions 
as it may see fit, giving reasons there- 
fore, which shall be made part of the 
record.” 

While such sentences do not amount 
to a suspension of a sentence, yet to 
some it may so appear, still the said 
law expressly provides for such sen- 
tences on the part of the judges. 

This is a wise law and in many in- 
stances, instead of making Habitual 
criminals out of many, it reforms 
many in the state of Georgia. I was

New York, May 12.—(#)—Bishops 
of the Episcopal church in the United 
States have received formal notice 
from the Most Reverend and Right 
Honorable Cosmo Gordon Lang, D. D., 
archbishop of Canterbury and primate 
of all England, that the sixth decen- 


nial Lambeth conference of the An- 
glican churches of the world will as- 
semble in Lambeth palace, London, 
Iingland, on July 5, 1930. 

Acute problems facing Christendom, 
including readjustsaents imposed by 
the discoveries of science, new knowl- 
edge of the Bible, the sex question. 
industrial conditions, the place of 
women in the church, Christian unity 
and world peace will be among the 
subjects discussed by the representa- 
tives of the thirty million Anglican 
churchmen throughout the world gath- 
ered at this conclave, according to the 
tentative agenda which accompanies 
the archepiscopal notification. 

Between 250 and 300 bishops will 
be in attendance. About sixty bishops 
of the Episcopal-church in the United 
States are expected to participate. A 
picturesque feature will be the pres- 
ence of native Christian bishops from 
the Orient and the Near East. 

Cannot Change Laws. 

Assembling on July 5, 1929, at a 
reception in Canterbury cathedral, the 
conference will meet in Lambeth pal- 
ace July 7, and remain in session un- 
til the 12th, when, conference commit- 
tees having been set up, adjournment 
will be taken in accordance with prece- 


| dence, and for the next fortnight the 
worldwice problems of Christianity 
will be discussed by the various 
agenda committees on which every 
shade of churchmanship in every land 
and clime will have representation. 
Reassembling on July 28, daily meet- 
ings for the consideration of commit- 
tee reports will be held until August 
' 9, the day set for adjournment. 

The results of the conference will be 
embodied, as customary, in a series of 
resolutions and an encyclical to the 
entire Anglican communion. While 
not a legislative body, but merely an 
assembly of the bishops of the An- 
glican church brought together at 10- 
year intervals for :consultation, its 
pronouncements are not mandatory, 
but have increasing weight and au- 
thority the world over.

Washington, May 12.—(/)—Dis- 
cussion between the American, Brit- 
ish and French governments looking 
toward either reduction of charges on 
passport visas or the abolishment of 
visa requirements, are expected to be 
resumed shortly. 

The state department already has 
negotiated agreements with 29 nations 
for a reduction of the visa charge 
and in Some cases its abolishment. 
Congress in 1925 authorized the de- 
partment to negotiate agreement on 
visas of a non-immigrant class, but 
a number of the large countries, in- 
cluding France and England, objected 
to the agreement on the grounds 
that the United States would benefit 
by continuing to collect the regular 
charges on some 500,000 immigrant 
visas annually. 

Increased facility for travelers and 
the reciprocal benefits of a reduction 
in the visa charges are arguments 
which the United States will use in 
suggesting to the British and French 
foreign offices a resumption of nego- 
tiations.

and call money has apparently proven 
a most effective damper on the ac- 
tivities of those who distribute invest- 
\ment securities.” 


market and a rising stock market has 
accelerated heavy commitments in 
stocks on the part of the American 
investor, and his interest in securing 
speculative profits has displaced, at 
least temporarily, his more sane and 
logical sense of proportions invest- 
ment-wise !”’ 

Meanwhile, there is a widening di- 
vergence of opinion with regard to the 
limitations that should be 
upon the use of credit, and the lines 
which separate the fundamentalists in 
finance from those who might be call- 
ed modernists are being more clearly 
drawn from day to day. 

Cling to Philosophy. 

The fundamentalists still cling to 
the philosophy of thrift, whose maxim 
is thaf “a penny saved is a penny 
gained,” whereas the views*of the 
modernists are aptly stated by Mr. 
Raskob in an interview in which he 
asserts that “‘next to the responsibil- 
ities of a wife and family, nothing 
helps to develop young men more than 
to get into debt in making wise in- 
vestments, which constitute a power- 
ful incentive to save continually.” 

This interview was published in 
connection with an  announcemeint 
that Mr. Raskob had under considera- 
tion the formation of a huge invest- 
ment trust, with a capital of five 
billion dollars or more to be supplied 
by the wage-earners of the United 
States upon the installment plan. 

The complete details of this plan 
have not yet been worked out, but the 
publicity given to it and the serious- 
ness with whieh it is being considered 
in some quarters gives point to the 
claim that we are developing an in- 
vestment banking system that will be 


independent of the regulations and re- 
strictions that are now imposed upon 
the banks and financial institutians 
that have hitherto been the custodians 
and guardians of credit in the United 
states, 

It remains to be seen whether this 
new philosophy of finance will be 
workable, but it is to be feared that 
some of those who are carrying secu- 
rities on margin will grow weary 
while waiting for a determination of 
the question at issue. 

Seems Unlikely. 


In so far as the immediate future 
is concerned, a revival of speculation 
seems to be unlikely. Hence the com- 
parative softness of the stock market 
and the extreme weakness of some of 
the commodity markets, particularly 
the grains. Thus Muy wheat has 
fallen to a price that is the lowest in 
more than five years and about 32 
cents a bushel below the highest of the 
present calendar year, reached last 
February. “Too much wheat” is the 
cry of all the market letters, but it 
may not be going too far afield to

ascribe the market's difficulties to the 
high money rates which threaten our 
export trade because they are curtail- 
ing our loans abread. 

The same influence may be obscure- 
ly at work in cotton, although its 
weakness is generally ascribed to the 
large acreage which is presumably 
being vlanted. 

Rubber is an exception to the trend 
in that it has advanced. Sugar has 
been quite active upon the announee- 
ment that the new tariff bill includ- 
ed a provision which would raise the 
duty on foreign grown sugar to 3c a 
pound, and the preferential rate ou 
Cuban raws to 2.40c a pound. 

There are many who think that 
this increase in duty means the de- 
struction of the sugar-producing in- 
dustry in Cuba. - 

But the tariff biJl has not yet 
passed; and it is possible that many 
changes will be made in it before it 
becomes a law.. As promised during 
the election campaign, some of the 
bill’s provisions have been included in 
the interest of the farmers. But it 
seems unlikely that they will have 
much effect upon the prices of those 
agricultural products that we export, 
although they may help to camouflage 
the advances proposed in the duties 
to be levied upon articles manufac- 
tured outside of the United States. Of 
course if the house should follow the 


‘senate in adopting the export deben- 


ture plan of farm relief and if to- 
gether they should pass it over the 
president’s veto, the prices of farm 
products presumably would be_ ele- 
vated. But those are probably insur- 
moutable “ifs,” and the importance of 
the senate’s vote is more political than 
practically economic, 
Had Little Effect. 


Meanwhile, it must be admitted that 
the «debate over farm relief and the 
tariff has had surprisingly little ef- 
fect upon business in the United 
States. It is not quite as active as it 
was, but it is still upon a very high 
level, and both industry and trade will 
recover any ground they have lost if 
an adjournment of congress is not too 
long‘ delayed. 

Steel output is still at the practical 
capacity of the jndustry, and the 
enormous sales surprise the few who 
still talk about a saturated market for 
motor cars. <A falling off from the 
record production is inevitable, but it 
is not yet visible. 

The cotton goods trade has been 
somewhat hesitant because the manu- 
facturers seem to fear a further de- 
cline in raw cotton, but the labor sit- 
uation in the south is clearing up, and 
a summer of reasonable activity seems 
to be qgnenints 

The news*“irom abroad is rather 
more reassuring than it was last week. 
There now seems to be a chance of 
settling the reparations question, and 
there is no doubt that its settlement 
would have a stimulating influence 
upon business throughout the world. 
But much depends upon whether the 
British elections to be held May 20 
will show that John Bull intends to 
adhere to the financial conservatism 
by which his domination of the world’s 
trade has been attained and preserved. 

Shipment of gold from Europe to 
America continues, but in relatively 
small amounts, and it remains to be 
seen how we can collect for our ex- 
portable surplus unless we commence 
making foreign loans again. This is 
manifestly impossible as long as the 
New York market for call money con- 
tinues to rule at from 10 to 15 per 
cent, and attracts Europe’s supply of 
lendable capital to this side of the

Towels were again sold in excess of 
production. Chambrays and romper 
cloths did better than since the middle 
of Marth, and our wash goods depart- 
ment had the best week in over a 


year. Prices, however, are very close 
all around. 

“In these days of chain-store and 
group buying, ‘Worth Street’ is so 
close to ‘Main Street’ that we feel the 
ups and downs in retail demand almost 
immediately, which was far from be- 
ing the case in the-old days. A spell 
of bad weather probably had quite as 
much effect in shutting off the de- 


as did bearish sentiment on cotton or 
uncertainty over the Wall Street sit- 
uation. To the better weather which 
we have had recently we lay the im- 
provement in demand that is now 
making itself felt. 

“Under normal conditions consump- 
tion will‘ undoubtedly continue large 
during the summer months. There are 
many large orders to be placed for 
June-July-August delivery, and some 
of th se are already making their ap- 
pearance in the market in the shape 
of bids which are at present too low 
to be considered. 

“Department stores all over the 
country are giving special attention 
to cotton goods for the present season. 
One of the largest department stores 
an New York in particular had a full- 
page advertisement in last Sunday’s 
papers with the heading ‘Cotton Ar- 
rives.’ Cotton dress goods have ap- 
peal this year, and the department 
stores are making no mistake in fea- 
turing them. Arthur Brisbane, in a 
first-page column under. the title of 
‘Today.’ recently had a very good 
write-up on this subject entitled “Busi- 
ness and Patriotism—Cotton Comes 


Back.’ 

“Cotton crop weather has not been 
so good the past ten days, and senti- 
ment is not so one-sided as it was. It 
will be six weeks before the approxi- 
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guesses on the size of the crop, in the 
meantime, will be mere guesses. Goods 
will continue to go into consumption 
whether cotton is higher or lower. 
“Although April sales fell below 
production, the mills are in better 
position than they were at this time 
a year ago, and stocks between mills 
and consumers ate very moderate for 
the volume of business being done. 
The mills are suffering, however, from 
the failure to obtain profits on sales, 
The volume of business done since the 
first of the year has been very large,
